NCMC signs transfer agreements with 25 Michigan Universities 


Transferring to a four- 
year college or university 
from North Central Michi- 
gan College will now be even 
simpler thanks to new trans- 
fer agreements signed with 
25 Michigan colleges and 
universities. 

“This will benefit our stu- 
dents tremendously,” said 
Dr. David Roland Finley, 
president of North Central. 
“The percentage of North 
Central students who trans- 
fer to a four-year institution 
has increased over the past 
five years to approximately 
30 percent. This agreement 
will ensure their seamless 
transfer for completion of a 
bachelor’s degree, making it 
easier for them to reach 
their academic goals. We be- 
lieve students get their best 
start at North Central, and 
our region — and the entire 


Tip of the Mitt — benefits as 
a result.” 

Transfer agreements will 
allow North Central stu- 
dents to transfer more cred- 
its to four-year schools in the 
areas of biology, business, 
criminal justice and psychol- 
ogy. The new agreements 
specify major-specific 
courses that students should 
complete while enrolled at 
North Central that are com- 
mon across all institutions 
in Michigan. The identifica- 
tion of these courses makes 
it easier for students to com- 
plete essential courses be- 
fore deciding where to 
transfer. 

North Central advisors 
now have details available 
for students about which 
courses they should com- 
plete and how those courses

“Transferring from com- 
munity college to a four-year 
college or university is more 
common than ever,” said 
Erica Lee Orians, executive 
director of the Michigan 
Center for Student Success 
at the Michigan Community 
College Association. “Our 
community colleges want to 
ensure that students receive 
credit for the courses they 
have completed when they 
take the next step in their 
education.” 

The initiative was funded 
through the Fiscal Year 2018 
state budget, which included 
a one-time appropriation to 
support this initiative, the 
redesigned Michigan Trans- 
fer Network at www.mi- 
transfer.org, work to build 
stronger math pathways, 


and efforts to award credit 
for military experience. 

A study conducted by the 
National Student Clearing- 
house found that 52 percent 
of bachelor’s degree earners 
in Michigan previously en- 
rolled at a community col- 
lege, which is higher than 
the national average of 49 
percent.

The Mackinac Bridge tower 
painting project, now enter- 
ing its fourth and final year, 
has won a second national 
award. Representatives of 
Seaway Painting of Livonia, 
the contractor performing the 
work on the bridge, accepted 
the E. Crone Knoy Award this 
week from the Society for 
Protective Coatings, an indus- 
try group focused on protect- 
ing and preserving concrete, 
steel, and other industrial 
and marine structures. 

The E. Crone Knoy Award 
“recognizes an outstanding 
achievement in industrial or 
commercial coatings work 
that demonstrates innova- 
tion, excellence in craftsman- 
ship, or the use of 
state-of-the-art techniques or 
products to creatively solve 
problems or provide long- 
term service.” 

“Anyone who is familiar 
with the scale and size of the 
Mackinac Bridge can under- 
stand the planning and effort 
required to clean and repaint 
the towers,” said Mackinac 
Bridge Authority Executive 
Secretary Kim Nowack. “The 
awards our contractors have 
won are a testament to the ex- 
cellent work that is being 
done to preserve the bridge.” 

Last summer at the Struc- 
tural Engineers Association 
of Illinois 2019 Excellence in 
Structural Engineering An- 
nual Awards, Ruby+Associ- 
ates took home the Best 
Neighboring State Project 
Award for the bridge painting 
platforms used in the paint- 
ing project. The movable scaf- 
fold system was designed by 
Ruby+Associates of Bingham 
Farms, fabricated by Moran 
Tron Works of Onaway, and 
used by Seaway Painting. 

The south tower contract is 
for just less than $6.5 million, 
with Seaway required to com- 
plete the project by Dec. 31. 
The contract to repaint the 
north tower was just less 
than $6.3 million. Installation 
and removal of the platforms 
has required brief closures
